A host of Kingston bars, restau¬ 
rants, food shops and cafes have 
been told to urgently improve 
their hygiene standards. 

Five of the borough’s food es¬ 
tablishments, including a wed¬ 
ding cake shop, a gastro pub and 
a Chinese restaurant, are running 
under a zero star food hygiene 
rating, known as the “scores on 
the doors”, according to the Food 
Standards Agency website. 

A further 36 places where food 


is served received one-star rat¬ 
ings when health inspectors last 
visited. That means owners were 
told to immediately improve their 
cleanliness standards or face 
closure. 

But many are not inspected 
again by Kingston and Sutton’s 
shared environment services for a 
year after the bad rating. 

Carmella Patisserie, in Ewell 
Road, Red Planet Pizza, in London 
Road, the Oak pub in Richmond 
Road and Tasty Fried Chicken 
and Seven Stars Chinese, both in 
Tolworth Broadway, all received 
zero-star ratings when inspected 
between March and December 


last year. Cake shop Carmella Pa¬ 
tisserie was given the bottom rat¬ 
ing in November despite glowing 
five-star reviews from customers 
online. 

Owner Amir Ebrahami, 36, said: 
“At the time the council inspect¬ 
ed us we were carrying out some 
electric works. Some of the cables 
were behind the shop and they 
found this very dangerous for an¬ 
yone who visited the shop. 

“I worked on the advice they 
gave me and I want them to come 
back and inspect us to see the im¬ 
provements we have made.” 

The Oak, which was refurbished 
just over a year ago, was the only 


pub on the “zero” list. Managers 
did not respond to a request for 
comment. 

A spokesman for Kingston’s 
environment services team said 
inspectors look at how hygieni- 
cally food is prepared, cooked and 
stored, the cleanliness and condi¬ 
tion of the building and whether 
they are confident standards will 
be maintained in the future. 

He said: “We operate a gradu¬ 
ated response and take formal ac¬ 
tion only as a last resort.” 

The Kingston Guardian at¬ 
tempted to contact all zero rated 
outlets. For the full story visit 
kingstonguardian .co.uk. 
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passengers’ satisfaction with 
its services in 2015 increased 
by 1 per cent from 2014. 

The government watchdog 
Transport Focus found over¬ 
all satisfaction with servic¬ 
es stands at 81 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to a report issued on 
January 27. Train frequency 
satisfaction, often the subject 
of debate for commuters in 
south west London, is up by 3 
per cent. 

South West Trains’ custom¬ 
er services director Arthur 
Pretorius said: “This is a 
credit to our employees who 
work hard to deliver the best 
service for our customers. 
We are continuing to make 
major investment to improve 
our stations and trains, and 
today’s results are a clear sign 
that this is starting to have a 
real impact.” 

Transport Focus chief ex¬ 
ecutive Anthony Smith said: 
“While improvements and 
investments to the railway to 
cope with [growth] are long 
overdue and very welcome, 
the process of rebuilding is 
proving painful in some plac¬ 
es.”

DAVID Cameron’s announcement that he will in¬ 
vest more into languages is music to the ears of a 
Kingston and Richmond organisation that teach¬ 
es English to isolated women. 

The prime minister said that a £20million fund 
is now available to help Muslim women in the UK 
learn English. 

Kate Brown, director of Learning English At 
Home (LEAH), said that although focussing on 
a specific group of people - in this case Muslim 
women - ‘is not necessarily helpful’ the organisa¬ 
tion thinks his message that language is essential 
is ‘brilliant’. 

Mr Cameron told BBC Radio 4’s Today pro¬ 
gramme: “I’m not saying there’s some sort of 
causal connection between not speaking English 
and becoming an extremist - of course not, that 
would be a ridiculous thing to say. 

“But if you’re not able to speak English, you’re 
not able to integrate, you may find, therefore, that 
you have challenges understanding what your 
identity is and you could be more susceptible to 
the extremist message that comes from Daesh.” 

On Mr Cameron’s suggestions lack of language 
could increase the possibility of extremist reac¬ 
tions, Mrs Brown said: “Language learning does 
improve people’s confidence and that equips them 
to be more engaged, and for those that know more 
about extrem¬ 
ism, that is part 
of the puzzle.” 

LEAH works 
mostly on the 
basis of refer¬ 
rals, which come 
from GPs or mid¬ 
wives. The pro¬ 
cess of language 
learning in this 
case involves 
volunteer tutors 
visiting students 
at home, build¬ 
ing skills and a 
friendship.

Amira Medjodvic, once a student and now a vol¬ 
unteer tutor and trustee for LEAH, arrived in the 
UK from Bosnia in 1993.

Pair jailed after cops seize 
cannabis worth £63,000 


KINGSTON’S GCSE pupils 
have missed out on being 
crowned the UK’s brightest 
by just half a percentage 
point. 

The proportion of the bor¬ 
ough’s pupils notching five 
or more A* to C grades, in¬ 
cluding English and maths, 
stands at 73.2 per cent - just 
short of the Scilly Isles’ fig¬ 
ure of 73.7 per cent for 2014- 
15. 

Although just pipped to 
the top spot in the main cat¬ 
egory, Kingston was number 
one for the percentage of 
pupils achieving A* to C in 
English and maths GCSEs or 
an equivalent. 

The borough saw 75.7 per 
cent of students achieve the 
standard. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, 
cabinet member for schools, 
said: “I think this is just a 


fantastic achievement not 
only by the pupils but also 
the teachers within the bor¬ 
ough and it truly shows the 
hard work and dedication 
both in terms of the pupils, 
the parents who support 
them and also the teachers 
who dedicate so many re¬ 
sources to making sure that 
Kingston is such a great 
place to learn. 

“We are incredibly proud

AN AMERICAN Shakespeare schol¬ 
ar had his dreams of studying at 
Kingston University ruined when 
he was arrested and imprisoned for 
10 days by immigration police, de¬ 
spite being in the UK legally. 

Dr Paul Hamilton, 42, has lived in 
the country for nine years, but was 
arrested on January 17 at his home 
in Stratford-upon-Avon and taken 
to the Morton Hall Immigration Re¬ 
moval Centre near Lincoln. 

He was arrested even though his 
application for a visa extension was 
still being considered. He had even 
bought a return ticket to the US in 
case his application was rejected. 

He was released last Wednesday, 
but while detained the deadline for 
the research fellowship applica¬ 
tion he had worked on for months 
- which he hoped would land him a 
role at Kingston - expired. 

Dr Hamilton said: “I worked on 
the application for months and 
tried my best to get it together [in 
prison] but I couldn’t have access 
to my research, and without that it 
just couldn’t be done. They call it de¬ 
tention, but actually it’s prison. You 
have bars, cells, barbed wire fences, 
all of the traits of prison.” 

Dr Hamilton is also a part of the 
Kingston Shakespeare Seminar, 
which aims to make the Rose Thea¬ 
tre a world centre for Shakespeare 
study and performance. 

He said: “The guy who arrested 
me felt really bad about doing it. 
He even refused to process me and 
called his superior to ask: ‘Is this 
really the sort of person we want 


to arrest?’ The Home Office came 
back and said I was exactly the sort 
of person they wanted to arrest.” 

Dr Hamilton had applied for 
leave to remain in the country un¬ 


der the 10 year route, meaning he 
had to prove he had friends or fam¬ 
ily in the UK. He can appeal only 
after leaving the UK. 

A Home Office spokeswoman 


said: “Mr Hamilton’s application 
for indefinite leave to remain in the 
UK was refused on the grounds that 
he did not satisfy the relevant cri¬ 
teria.”

Men collapse after 
'taking dodgy drugs’

A CONTAMINATED batch 
of drugs is suspected to have 
hospitalised a group of men 
and been responsible for clos¬ 
ing a Kingston town centre 
arcade last Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

Adam’s Walk, off Eden 
Street, was cordoned off by 
police just before 3pm after 
worried shoppers reported 
four men screaming, fitting 
and slumping in the street. 

Three men were taken to 
hospital after what police be¬ 
lieve was a reaction to “dodgy 
drugs”. Laurence Antwi, 
who works at Moss in Eden 
Street, said: “We heard them 
screaming. I didn’t know how 
many there were. You could 
hear the sound. 

“We didn’t know nothing 
[when the police arrived]. We 
just received information to 
shut our door and that’s it.” 

London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice paramedics treated five 
men at the scene and took 
two to Kingston Hospital. An-

other man was rushed to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting 
as a priority. 

Witness and Kingston 
university student Melissa 
Moody said: “[Someone] was 
saying that he knew four 
of the men and that they 
had taken legal highs, after 
which they collapsed. 

“While I was there a fifth 
man was found. 

“There were at least five 


police cars and three ambu¬ 
lances.” 

A Metropolitan police 
spokesman said: “We were 
called by members of the 
public concerned about the 
welfare of four men. The sus¬ 
picion is they had taken some 
dodgy drugs. They didn’t 
seem very well at all.” 

Police with sniffer dogs 
were later seen searching the 
area. 

Sophiane Bessa, who works 
at Charles Birch Scotland, a 
shoe repair and key cutting 
shop in Adam’s Walk, said: 
“I had seen a couple of guys 
standing outside and then I 
had a car key to do so I went 
to the back, locked the shop, 
and started with the car key. 

“When I came back I found 
one person fallen next to the 
shop and then I saw others 
nearby.” 

He added that the people 
looked to be in their mid-40s. 

Kingston police tweeted: 
“Police called to four people 
unconscious on the floor fit¬ 
ting, believed that they have 
taken shared drugs.” 

Adam’s Walk was re¬ 
opened just after 5.30pm.

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Holocaust survivor and educator 
dies aged 90 with 'no hate in him’

A HOLOCAUST survivor who lived 
through five years at Auschwitz, 
and turned his traumatic experi¬ 
ence into a valuable series of talks 
for Kingston’s schoolchildren, has 
died. 

Martin Bennett died aged 90 from 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma on Thurs¬ 
day, January 21. 

He was a Berrylands resident for 
more than 50 years and most recent¬ 
ly lived in Raeburn Avenue. 

Born in Poland in 1925, he was 
forced into a labour camp in Poznan 
aged 13 after the German invasion 
of the country in 1939. 

From Poznan Mr Bennett, whose 
Polish surname is Izbicki, was sent 
to Auschwitz-Birkenau, where one 
of his six brothers had already been 
incarcerated. 

His brother told Mr Bennett to 
say he was older than he was, which 
meant he survived the selection. 
They saw out the war together and 
finally parted ways when his broth¬ 
er moved to Israel, and Mr Bennett 
travelled to live with relatives in 
London. 

Mr Bennett told the Surrey Comet 
in 2012: “My brother was the hero of 
my life. He saved me. 

“When we parted it was the sad¬ 
dest time for me. 

“But then I met Priscilla. She sent 
me a message saying she wanted me 
to come to her house. 

“It was not me that she wanted to 
meet but another boy called Martin. 
But she got me!” 

Mr Bennett leaves behind his wife 
Priscilla, whom he met after arriv¬ 
ing in Britain in 1947. They were 


married for more than 60 years, 
with many of those years spent 
running a clothes shop in Cheam. 
From the happy marriage came two 
daughters, three grandchildren and 
two great-grandchildren. 

He enjoyed golf, and could be 
found in his “office” on the greens 
at Coombe Hill Golf Club most 


days. His funeral was held at the 
club, where more than 100 mem¬ 
bers attended last Sunday. 

His daughter, Bernice Graham, 
said: “He was a man that made good 
with his life, he never had any hate 
left in him.” 

After Mr Bennett retired he reg¬ 
ularly talked to schoolchildren 


about his experiences during the 
Holocaust, and became part of Hol¬ 
ocaust Memorial Week. 

He told the Comet the horrors of 
Auschwitz still haunted him. He 
said: “This is why it is so important 
that I come here and talk to young 
people, so something like this can 
never happen again.”

St James councillor Jack 
Cheetham quizzed supporting of¬ 
ficers on whether there was any 
evidence the site’s pollution lev¬ 
els were “safe for children”. 

Cllr Lorraine Rolfe criticised a 
lack of disabled parking. 

School provider Chapel Street, 
a Christian organisation, was en¬ 
couraged to return to the council 
with revised plans. 


Traffic fears 
over Lidl’s HQ 



PLANS to build Lidl’s headquarters on 
the corner of Jubilee Way, in Tolworth, 
will “cause severe nuisance”, according 
to the Chessington District Residents’ 
Association. 

The group said a planned 440-space 
car park for the build, which it is hoped 
will bring 500 jobs to the borough, 
would increase traffic and pollution in 
an area “notorious” for those problems. 

It said: “The proposed development 
will seriously increase the severe traf¬ 
fic problems in Tolworth and adjacent 
suburbs. It will cause severe nuisance 
to businesses on the Chessington Indus¬ 
trial Estate.”

Sandra Coombs, who is in her 
70s, has inspired comments on 
her youthful spirit as she makes 
her way around the borough on 
a foot-powered scooter. 

Ms Coombs first joined the 
university in the late 1990s, grad¬ 
uating with a BA in art, architec¬ 
ture and design history in 2002. 

She spent a significant part of 
her career at the BBC where her 
various roles included working 
at the Eurovision Song Contest 
and assisting Latin American 
broadcasters during the 1966 
World Cup. 

She was awarded an Honorary 
Doctorate of Arts on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 22. 

She said: “I came to a degree 
quite late. Having looked after 
my ailing parents for a large 
part of my adult life, I simply 
didn’t have the time or resources 
to study at that level. Yet King¬ 


ston University threw open its 
doors to me in my 60s, and I am 
eternally thankful for that.” 

Now she volunteers with St 
Raphael’s Church and the King¬ 
ston University chaplain, and 
also attends the university’s 
fresher’s fair every year in sup¬ 
port of the KU Christian Society 

Ms Coombs said: “The expe¬ 
rience of studying gave me a 
new lease of life and direction. 


I also had the golden opportu¬ 
nity to live and study in Spain 
on an exchange programme. I 
hope my legacy will make a real 
difference to Kingston’s future 
students, particularly as educa¬ 
tion is becoming more and more 
expensive.” 

A university spokesman said 
the award was “in recognition 
of her outstanding contribution 
to Kingston and Surbiton.”

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Serial killer finally admits murdering 13-year-old schoolgirl

SERIAL killer Levi Bellfield 
has finally admitted he abduct¬ 
ed, raped and murdered Walton 
schoolgirl Milly Dowler in 2002. 

Bellfield, 47, who has renamed 
himself Yusuf Rahim in prison 
after his conviction in 2011, made 
the admission to detectives inves¬ 
tigating an alleged accomplice in 
Milly’s abduction and rape. 

Bellfield had never admitted 
responsibility and refused to give 
evidence at his trial, where Mr 
Justice Wilkie said he was a “cru¬ 
el and pitiless killer” who had 
not had “the courage to come to 


court” for sentencing. 

The judge said he had subject¬ 
ed 13-year-old Milly’s family to 
“appalling anguish” over many 
months of not knowing what had 
happened to her and, “most cruel 
of all”, he had instructed his law¬ 
yers to suggest Milly was a “dark, 
unhappy and troubled person” 
who had run away from home. 

Milly was abducted on her 
way home from Heathside 
School, Weybridge, in March 
2002, as she left Walton train sta¬ 
tion, and was last seen near Bell- 
field’s flat in Collingwood Place, 
off Station Avenue. Her remains 
were found in Hampshire six 
months later. 

The former bouncer at Volts in 
Kingston is now serving a whole- 


life sentence in prison, meaning 
he will never be released. 

By the time he came to trial for 
Milly’s murder he had already 
been convicted of murdering 
Amelie Delagrange on Twicken¬ 
ham Green and Marsha McDon¬ 
nell in Hampton, and of trying to 
murder Kate Sheedy in an Isle- 
worth industrial estate. 

The alleged accomplice, in his 
40s, was arrested last Wednes¬ 
day but released without further 
action after officers found no ev¬ 
idence to support claims he was 
involved with Bellfield. 

Milly’s family said in a state¬ 
ment: “The effect of this infor¬ 
mation has been devastating for 
a family which has already had 
to endure so much.”

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Faulty speakers make it impossible for sightless Jennifer to use trains

AN “INTERMITTENT fault” with New 
Malden station’s announcement sys¬ 
tem has left a blind woman stranded at 
unmanned stations and caused her to 
almost walk on the tracks. 

Jennifer Carpenter, of Malden Hill, 
said the station’s faltering loudspeak¬ 
ers have caused her frequently to board 
the wrong train over the past 14 weeks. 

On one occasion she said she was 
left abandoned at the unmanned Ber- 
rylands station and, in trying to leave, 
almost stepped onto the railway. 

She said: “It was a platform I’d never 
been to in my life. Had I stepped for¬ 
ward I would have been on the tracks. 

“I’ve done everything I can possibly 
do, we’ve spoken to guards on trains 
and the station staff and nothing 
seems to be happening at all. If I can’t 
hear I don’t know what’s coming. For 
14 weeks it’s just unacceptable.” 

South West Trains, which is respon¬ 
sible for the PA system in New Malden, 
could not confirm how long the equip¬ 
ment has been malfunctioning. 

The rail provider, which is running 
a consultation into how to improve ser¬ 
vices until Tuesday, was criticised last 
week after it was discovered the com¬ 
pany had apologised to customers on 


social media 650 times in one week. 

A South West Trains spokesman 
said: “We’re sorry that some passen¬ 
gers at New Malden may have faced 
inconvenience as a result of an inter¬ 
mittent fault with the PA system. We 
do have engineers carrying out regular 
tests to identify the cause of the issue 
and to rectify it as quickly as possible.” 

Mrs Carpenter fully lost her sight 
about two years ago and currently vol¬ 
unteers for Healthwatch Kingston. She 


is former vice-chairman of the King¬ 
ston Association for the Blind. 

She said the problems with the sta¬ 
tion announcements have caused her 
to stop travelling on her own. 

New Malden councillor Raju Pandya 
said: “This is unfair. We are sending 
all these emails and complaints and 
concerns. Where do the priorities lie? 
Every other station is fine. Why can’t 
we have a simple announcement like 
all the other stations have?”

James Berry MP has a more 
ambitious proposal, and ‘would 
like to see the whole of the A3 
tunnelled through the borough’. 

If this is meant literally, 


the tunnel would start near 
Coombe Boys’ School and end 
west of the Hook roundabout, 
a distance of about 6km, which 
would certainly be ambitious. 

If that were the case, since 
the A3 is not just a commuter 
route but one of the few 
east-west routes in Kingston, 
how would access points to 
the A3 within the borough be 
managed? 


Lastly, and not related to 
the tunnel, at present vehicles 
which are too polluting to enter 
the low emission zone are told 
to leave the A3 at the Malden 
slip road, where presumably 
a proportion wend their way 
through New Malden. Is anyone 
monitoring these polluters?

The cast, to name Just a few, in¬ 
cludes Hammersmith-born Toby 
Jones as Captain Mainwaring, Cater- 
ham's Bill Nighy as Sergeant Wilson, 


Crayford-raised Sir Michael Gambon 
as Godfrey, Sir Tom Courtenay 
(Jones), Sarah Lancashire (Mrs Pike), 
Mark Gatiss (Colonel Theakes), Alison 
Steadman and Greenwich's Inbe- 
tweeners star Blake Harrison as Pike. 

Set in 1944, the plot is driven by a 
spy on the loose in their native 
Walmington-on-Sea and the arrival 
of a glamourous journalist, played 
by Catherine Zeta-Jones. 

Speaking on the red carpet at the 
film's world premiere in Leicester 
Square last night, Dr Who and Sher¬ 
lock supremo Mark Gatiss told us it 
was 'an honour' to be involved in 
reviving the classic comedy. 


He said: "I think everyone was a bit 
sceptical at first because it is such an 
institution but Hamish (McColl)'s 
script is just wonderful and very 
touching and funny and real and it 
takes the story on a bit.

For Daniel Mays - whose filmogra¬ 
phy includes playing Ronnie Biggs 
opposite Sheridan Smith in Mrs 
Biggs, Byzantium, Atonement and 
Vera Drake - it was the chance to 


work with the sensational cast which 
persuaded him to sign up. 

He told us: "I can remember seeing 
them all in films and TV shows. I 
remember seeing Gambon in The 
Caretaker and all that sort of stuff. 
That thing of never meet your 
heroes because you're going to get 
disappointed - it wasn't the case. 

"They were professional and funny, 
hard-working and that sort of stuff - 
an amazing group of actors." 

Mays plays the wheeler dealer Pri¬ 
vate Walker, originally embodied by 
James Beck in the series, and like the 
rest of the cast had to come to terms 
with bringing life to a well-estab¬ 


lished character in a way that would 
be his own but honour the original. 

He said: "Whenever I watched 
James Beck play that role, he made 
me laugh. He was a warm Walker. You 
could have played it quite sleazy. 

"I wanted to have as much enjoy¬ 
ment with the role as James Beck 
did. He is the spiv of the cast and 
brings a great energy to it and he's a 
ladies man selling nylons and pheas¬ 
ants and chocolates and all that. 

"I just wanted to embrace what is 
great about Joe Walker and just give 
it over to a new audience." 

The 37-year-old said tampering 
with a show so highly-regarded was 


intimidating but worthwhile. 

He said: "A lot of people will have 
the mentality of 'how can you per¬ 
fect on perfection?' because it's such 
an iconic show - brilliantly written 
and superbly performed. 

"By its nature, when you have a 
new group of actors to play those 
parts, immediately it's different. 

"The other thing is this is a great 
canvas for it to exist on: film technol¬ 
ogy is so advanced now. We have 
Steadicam shots and set pieces and 
stunt work.

Works shall be phased such that 1) and 3) above shall not be in 
force at the same time. 

The Order will be effective at certain times from on the 19th 
February 2016 until 17th September 2016 every night 10:00 PM 
to 05:00 AM or when the works have been completed whichever 
is the sooner.

Road test: Skoda 
Octavia vRS 



2015 Skoda Octavia vRS 230 (54443667) 


THERE is a lot to love about the 
Octavia vRS as we know it. The 
spacious and good value mid-sized 
offering can be had in petrol or 
diesel forms, in hatchback or estate 
and with manual or slick DSG 
gearboxes, all of which are blessed 
with impressive performance and 
handling. But now there is a 230 
model to make choosing even more 
difficult. 

In petrol-only 230 form, the 
power output has been bumped 
by 10PS to give 230 in total, 
or 227bhp in old money, while 
underneath it also benefits from 
the clever electronic differential 
as standard. Marking out the 230 
model from a regular vRS are the 
19in alloy wheels, black detailing 
on the door mirrors, grille and 
roof rails on the estate, as well as 
unique instrument displays. 


They may be subtle differences 
to the regular hot Octavia, but the 
vRS 230 is even better-looking. The 
black detailing around the exterior 
gives it a little more menace, 
although it is far from a boy racer's 
hack; Skoda has always managed 
to produce sporty cars that look 
good, but will not attract the wrong 
kind of attention, which is one 
reason why they have proved so 
popular. There is also the added 
cache of owning the 230 model 
over the standard car, which might 
well prompt a few people to trade 
up. 

The other reason the Octavia 
vRS is so popular is that you 
can have it as an estate, which 
makes it far easier to justify as 
a family wagon. As with the 
standard Octavia, the boot space 
is excellent; a yawning 610 litres 



with the rear seats in place and up 
to 1,740 litres if you fold them. It is 
sensibly shaped too, with storage 
areas and lashing eyes for bigger 
stuff. In the cabin, there is plenty of 
space too, and unless you need the 
vast legroom of the bigger Superb, 
you will be able to fit adults in all 
five seats. 

Upping the performance 
factor has not diminished the 
core Octavia qualities of being 
undemanding and easy to get on 
with. There is a brief burble from 
the 2.0-litre turbocharged unit 
when you fire it up, but the clutch 
is light and the gearshift easy and 
slick. 

The extra 10PS does not 
transform the vRS 230 from hot 
into scorching, but it is welcome 
nonetheless. It is a joyously flexible 
unit that has lots of low-down 


torque but is also keen to rev, with 
strong acceleration right around 
the dial. The standard sports 
exhaust adds a little more to the 
vocals too, although it is far from 
raucous. 

It also blends ride and handling 
prowess in a well-judged fashion. 


The electronic differential means 
you can accelerate harder and 
earlier, and it helps to pull the 
vRS through bends with alacrity. 

It is sufficiently good fun to be 
entertaining, but not so hyperactive 
it will drive you crazy on the 
motorway.
